BALTIM O RE <AP) — A Balti­ 
more union official has estimat­ 
ed about 3,000 Maryland railroad 
employes will lose their jobs if the 
lines take advantage of Monday's 
Supreme Cpurt featherbedding rul­ 
ing. 


Monday’s decision allowed rail­ 
roads to change work rules in or­ 
der to eliminate what railroad 
jnanagement considers unneces­ 
sary jobs. 


W'illiam J. Culbertson, legisla­ 
tive representative of the Brother­ 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, said 
that firemen of freight trains and 
yard engines and other crewmen 
displaced by longer runs required 
of each crew would be the ones 
most likely to lose their jobs in 
Maryland. 
Culbertson stressed that no im­ 
mediate action is likely since the 
Railway Labor Act stipulates a 60- 
day fact-finding interval plus a 30- 
day cooling-off period after any 
strike call.

MIAMI—A revolution is an ab.stract thing—until you 
run into .some of the victims thereof, 
Let’s pin the effects of the Castro revolution down 
to .luan Lima and his wife Suzana, which are the names 
they prefer to go by in order to keep the heat off 
relatives in Cuba. Up to Augu.st of 1%0 .luan was a 
prosperous small business man in Havana, whose firm 
had been established in the Nineteenth Century, 
Like ninety-five percent of (he Cuban people .Juan 
was di.sposed to welcome the downfall of Batista. But 
little things made him uncomfortable. Sitting la.st week 
in the living room of an unpretentious hou.se in West 
Palm Beach, with his wife, a ‘K)-year-old mother, an 
aunt, and a dog, .luan said the first inkling he had 
that the Castro movement contained high-placed Com­ 
munists came from the blou.ses that .some of the Fidel- 
ista.s were wearing “They had sleeves without cuffs,” 
he said, “just like the Stalinists used to wear.” 


Taking counsel among themselves. Juan and his 
wife decided to play it safe and get some money 
out to the United States. But even as early as 1%0 
it was impossible to transfer funds directly from 
Cuba. They found a friend who introduced them to 
an employee of one of the I..atin American embas­ 
sies in Havana. An agreement was made to move 
some money out under diplomatic immunity. The 
price: six pesos for every one that was deposited 
to Juan’s account in a United .States hank. 


Thinking the fee charged by the embassy employee 
a bit ex tortionate. Juan tried to get some more money 
out of Cuba by entrusting it to an American who rep- 
re.sented him.self as a busines.sman 
The “bu.siness- 
m an” vani.shed with $. 1.000. 
In Florida .Juan works as a clerk in a store: hi.s 
wife sells dresses in a women’s wear .shop. 
Their 
Havana home has been confi.scate<i. and the furniture 
removed. .luan’s business, which had been left to the 
care of two employees under a power of attorney, was 
seized by Fideli.stas in the autumn of 1960 “Two men 
came around on a Friday night with a sack.” said 
.luan, “and ordered my m» >n to empty the ca.sh register 
into it. They said they’d be back every week.” 
WTiiie .Juan was talking, his dog nuzzled up to him 
affectionately. 
“ We had left the dog in Havana,” he 
ex plained, “and my wife grieved for him. So, one day, 
she went back to Cuba for him.” 
“ 1 was .scared to death every minute,” said Suzana, 
“ but I found the dog safely in the care of our old 
gardener 
When I brought him to the plane to leave 
J wa.s almo.st stopped because I rlidn’t have a paper 
for him. 
Rut, when I pleade<l that I v^as taking the 
dog to his rightful owner, they let us through " 
.Juan and Suzana both grieve fig- (’uba as they had 
grieved for their dog. They are pessimistic about ever 
returning to Havana 
Juan dinvsn't see how Castro is 
to he .stopped without Ihe armeii a.ssistance of the 
Unitisl States, and he despairs of getting that. .As for 
the big Cuban refugee colony in Florida, Juan thinks 
it is too fragmenteil to function as a unit in the fight 
against Castro. 


“ The Miami ( ubant.” he said, “ are split five 
wavs. There is the riffraff, which left Cuba long 
before Castro. There are the corrupt Cuban refit- 
gees who hud paid money to both the Batista party 
and the Fideiistas. There are the honest business 
men who paid no protection money. Then there are 
what you call the Fabian smlallsts—the ones who 
split with Fidel because they thought he went too 
far toward ( ommunism. 
And there are young 
Idealists who wanted an honest siMlety. 
But no 
leader comes to put them all together.” 


Juan Lima naimnl two young ('ubans who might 
do the job of welding the refugees into a fighting unit 
“One of them is Enrique IJaca firbiz.” he said “T V 
other IS Felipe Rivero. They were both at the Bay of 
Pigs 
But they will have a hard job-~and your State 
Department man.

Of one thing Juan Lima is certain, that if Ca.stro 
isn t pulled down, the United States is destined to lose 
all of Latin America, He could be right.

Of all the European.s, the Ital­ 
ians have reacted most sharply 
to Gen. de Gaulle's bold attem pt 
to transform the European Com­ 
mon Market into an ex clusive, 
protectionist Europe, inspired by 
a new “continental nationali.sm” 
and led, it goes without saying, 
by Charles de Gaulle him.self. 
In this Italian reaction, there 
are three points to note. First of 
all. the Italian government lead­ 
ers, from President Segni and 
Prim e Minister Fanfani down to 
the able permanent officials in the 
ministries, are completely united 
in their distaste for the Gaullist 
conception of Europe. 
In the business and industrial

American diplomacy. 
Secondly, there is a real diver­

constitute a major problem, be­ 
cause he lacks (he economic and 
power potential to bend the rest 
of Europe to his will.

Selling Something 
We May Not Have 


In pressing NATO for a commitment to the 
creation of a multinational nuclear force Wash­ 
ington is trying to sell something without assur­ 
ance it can deliver. 
The latest prospectus carried abroad by 
Livingston Merchant, special U. S. envoy, pro­ 
poses a medium-range deterrent of seaborne 
Polaris missiles. 
It would be less vulnerable 
than a land-based force. 
It would circumvent 
General de Gaulle. 
And, of prime importance, it would relieve 
Europeans of the fear of living with m issile 
bases which the enemy could strike within 
minutes. 
As conceived, the NATO force was to oper­ 
ate underwater with atomic-powered submarines. 
Member nations were to provide the subs (at 
$120 million each), the U. S. would contribute 
the Polaris launchers, and NATO would buy the 
warheads. But serious obstacles have arisen. 
Cost is one. Another is th e U. S. Navy’s 
reluctance to share its nuclear submarine secrets. 
As an alternative it is suggested that surface 
vessels be built or converted to accommodate 
the Polaris. But this reintroduces the important 
factor of vulnerability. 
Also unanswered is the overriding question 
of who would trigger the NATO force. Current 
plans propose a supranational committee of four 
or five, with veto power reserved for the United 
States. 
The 
Joint 
Congressional 
Committee 
on 
Atomic Energy has expressed opposition to the 
idea. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff aren’t sold, 
either. It is doubtful, therefore, that Congress 
will amend the Atomic Energy Act which, since 
1954, has prohibited sharing U. S. atomic secrets 
except with Britain. 
Plans for a multinational nuclear force have 
become so complex and expensive that NATO, 
may, in the long run, decide to let the United 
States carry the nuclear burden. That may have 
been W ashington’s idea in the first place.

Juan Waits For A Leader 


MIAMI—-A revolution is an abstract thing—until you 
run into some of the victims thereof. 
Let’s pin the effects of the Castro revolution down 
to Juan Lima and his wife Suzana, which are the names 
they prefer to go by in order to keep the heat off 
relatives in Cuba. Up to August of I960 Juan was a 
prosperous small business man in Havana, whose firm 
had been established in the Nineteenth Century. 
Like ninety-five percent of the Cuban people Juan 
was disposed to welcome the downfall of Batista. But 
little things made him uncomfortable. Sitting last week 
in the living room of an unpretentious house in West 
Palm Beach, with his wife, a 90-year-old mother, an 
aunt, and a dog, Juan said the first inkling he had 
that the Castro movement contained high-placed Com­ 
munists came from the blouses that some of the Fidel- 
istas were wearing. “They had sleeves without cuffs,” 
he said, “just like the Stalinists used to wear.” 


Taking counsel among themselves, Juan and his 
wife decided to play it safe and get some money 
out to the United States. But even as early as 1960 
it was impossible to transfer funds directly from 
Cuba. They found a friend who introduced them to 
an employee of one of the Latin American embas­ 
sies in Havana. An agreement was made to move 
some money out under diplomatic immunity. The 
price: six pesos for every one that was deposited 
to Juan's account in a United States bank. 


Thinking the fee charged by the embassy employee 
a bit extortionate. Juan tried to get some more money 
out of Cuba by entrusting it to an American who rep­ 
resented himself as a businessman 
The “business­ 
m an” vanished with $3,000. 
In Florida Juan works as a clerk in a store; his 
wife sells dresses in a women's wear shop. 
Their 
Havana home has been confiscated, and the furniture 
removed. Juan’s business, which had been left to the 
care of two employees under a power of attorney, was 
seized by Fidelistas in the autumn of 1960. “Two men 
came around on a Friday night with a sack,” said 
Juan, “and ordered my men to empty the cash register 
into it. They said they’d be back every week." 
While Juan was talking, his dog nuzzled up to him 
affectionately. 
“We had left the dog in Havana,” he 
explained, “and my wife grieved for him. So, one day, 
she went back to Cuba for him.” 
“ I was scared to death every minute,” said Suzana. 
“but I found the dog safely in the care of our old 
gardener. When I brought him to the plane to leave 
I was almost stopped because I didn’t have a paper 
for him. But, when I pleaded that I was taking the 
dog to his rightful owner, they let us through." 
Juan and Suzana both grieve for Cuba as they had 
grieved for their dog. They are pessimistic about ever 
returning to Havana. Juan doesn’t see how Castro is 
to he stopped without the armed assistance of the 
United States, and he despairs of getting that. As for 
the big Cuban refugee colony in Florida. Juan thinks 
it is too fragmented to function as a unit in the fight 
against Castro. 


“The Miami Cubans,” he said, “are spilt five 
ways. There is the riffraff, which left Cuba long 
before Castro. There are the corrupt Cuban refu­ 
gees who had paid money to both the Batista party 
and the Fidelistas. There are the honest business 
men who paid no protection money. Then there are 
what you rail the Fabian socialists—the ones who 
split with Fidel berause they thought he went too 
far toward Communism. 
And there are young 
Idealists who wanted an honest society. 
But no 
leader comes to put them all together.” 


Juan Lima named two young Cubans who might 
do the job of welding the refugees into a fighting unit. 
“ One of them is Enrique Llaca Orbiz,” he said. “The 
other is Felipe Rivero. They were both at the Bay of 
Pigs. But they will have a hard job—and your State 
Department man. John Crimmins. may be pulled to 
pieces if he tries to help them .” 
Of one thing Juan Lima is certain, that if Castro 
isn’t pulled down, the United States is destined to lose 
all of Latin America, He could be right.

Collins Suggests New Cuba' Would 


Relieve Exile Problem In Florida 
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WASHINGTON - Leroy Collins, 
former governor of Florida, who 
knows Florida and Cuba better 
than most, has an idea regarding 
the future of Cuban exiles. He 
suggests that the United States 
help obtain a good-sized island in 
the Bahamas or the West Indies 
and then help to settle the Cuban 
refugees on it as a "New Cuba.” 
At present, there are 200,000 Cu­ 
ban exiles in Florida. They have 
crowded into the southern tip of 
the peninsula because the climate 
is similar to their own and be­ 
cause they want to speak the 
same language and discuss the 
same problems with other Cubans, 
However, this creates a tremen- 
duos pressure on Southern Flor­ 
ida and attempts to help the Cu­ 
bans to migrate elsewere have 
failed. 
Meanwhile, the U. S. Govern­ 
ment is paying around $80,000,000 
a year in aid in the Miami area 
alone. The state of Florida and 
various private 
institutions 
are 
also contributing substantially. Un­ 
fortunately, the Cubans cannot all 
find jobs without putting a great 
many Americans out of work, and, 
as a result, many receive unem­ 
ployment checks, though capable 
of constructive work. This means 
idleness, unrest, and agitation. 
Furthermore, ifs doubtful that 
all these Cubans will return to 
Cuba once the Castro regime ab­ 
dicates. Some will. But by the 
time Castro gets out, the Cuban 
refugees will have become accus- 


Italy May Hold Key To De Gaulle's Europe 


ROME 
Of all the Europeans, the Ital­ 
ians have reacted most sharply 
to Gen. de Gaulle's bold attem pt 
to transform the European Com­ 
mon Market into an exclusive, 
protectionist Europe, inspired by 
a new “continental nationalism" 
and led, it goes without saying, 
by Charles de Gaulle himself. 
In this Italian reaction, there 
are three points to note. First of 
all, the Italian government lead­ 
ers, from President Segni and 
Prime Minister Fanfani down to 
the able permanent officials in the 
ministries, are completely united 
in their distaste for the Gaullist 
conception of Europe. 
In the business and industrial 
communities, 
however, 
support 
for de Gaulle is already discern­ 
ible. And this pro-de Gaulle tend­ 
ency 
may 
grow 
importantly, 
especially if it is aided by clumsy 
American diplomacy. 
Secondly, there is a real diver­ 
gence 
of 
judgment 
about 
the 
gravity of the 
problem. 
One 
school, headed by the scholarly 
President Segni, inclines to the 
view that Gen. de Gaulle cannot 
constitute a m ajor problem, be­ 
cause he lacks the economic and 
power potential to bend the rest 
of Europe to his will. 
The other 
school, 
headed 
by tough 
little 
Prime Minister Fanfani, thinks de 
Gaulle will take a lot of stopping. 
Third and most important, even 
those who are most fiery in their 
resistance to the attempted Gaul­ 
list transformation of Europe, are 
ready to admit that Italy may not 
be able to halt the transformation 
alone, or even in partnership with 
Belgium 
and 
Holland. 
Prim e 
Minister Fanfani is reported to 
have summed up that “as long as 
the Germans go along with de 
Gaulle, he will get his way in the 
end.”

The Italians, it must also be 
noted,

Thus Gen de Gaulle has the 
means, if he chooses to use them, 
to reward the Germans for their 
cooperation with him. Tf the Euro­ 
pean Common Market therefore 
adopts a highly exclusive agricul­ 
tural policy, it will be a long first 
step in the direction de Gaulle 
desires Europe to take. 
Such a European first step on 
the part of the Gaullist ward will 
not only impose a heavy addition­ 
al burden on the already unsatis­ 
factory American balance of pay­ 
ments. 
It will also set a restrictionist 
pattern which will surely affect 
the 
European - American 
trade 
negotiations later on. In short, it 
is not at all certain that time is 
not on de Gaulle’s side as things 
now stand.

Smogs Differ In Los Angeles And London 


We were asked recently whet­ 
her the smog in London is differ­ 
ent from that in Los Angeles. Yes, 
because the source of the pollu­ 
tion varies. Coal, the basic fuel in 
London, gives off sulfur dioxide 
fumes when burned. This gas 
changes on reaching the air and 
turns into sulfuric acid when it 
comes into contact with moisture.

clumps. The sulfuric 
acid mist adheres to the clumps 
to form masses that are inhaled 
and become trapped in the lungs.

He followed Barney around 
the ring. 
“Please m ister," he 
said.

He wanted so 
much to make good. 
Royal 
Brougham sat quietly. 
He is small and polite and wears 
glasses and has a lot of mileage 
behind him. 
Brougham is sports 
editor of The Post-Intelligencer. 
He doesn’t look the part. 
He 
looks more like a Sunday school 
teacher. 
He 
has 
taught 
the 
Bible for over 40 years, mostly 
at the Dunlap Baptist Church. 
He was glad that Ross stopped 
the fight. 
Brougham doesn’t like 
to see anyone get hurt. 
Never 
did. 
As Ross was once an am a­ 
teur, and lived to become a world 
champion in two divisions, so too 
was Royal Brougham once a shy 
inarticulate kid who would one 
day become a great sports editor, 
and a great Bible teacher. 
Royal did it by applying, in 
1909, for a job at the paper. The 
sports editor was Portus Baxter. 
Not just any old Baxter—Portus 
Baxter, the last of the Seattle 
Baxters. 
Portus had been sports 
editor of the Post-Intelligencer 
since 1889, the year Seattle was 
leveled by a fire w'hich turned 
the snow on Mount Rainier pink. 
Baxter hired the kid. Brougham 
had gratitude. 
This is a rare 
and embarassing virtue. The kid 
grew 
up. 
got 
married, 
wrote 
stories 
about 
the 
Washington 
Huskies, the big leagues, boxing, 
horse racing, fencing, hockey,— 
name it. 
In time he earned 
enough to have a family. 
But, 
to Royal Brougham, Portus Bax­ 
ter was always his superior. In 
1920, Baxter retired. 
The new 
sports editor was Royal Broug­ 
ham. 
He now ran the department. 
Or rather, he should have. Portus 
was out, but Brougham asked if 
the old guy couldn’t be put on the 
payroll for a measley $5 a week. 
Not for the money. Portus didn’t 
need it. 
But to make him feel 
that he belonged, that the paper 
still needed his counsel. 
The 
publisher 
thought 
that 


Royal was nuts. 
But, for a 
lousy 
five 
bucks, 
who 
could 
argue? Portus Baxter received 
a check for $5 a week for the 
next 42 years. 
Brougham be­ 
came one of the noted sports 
editors of America, and he need­ 
ed no advice from Portus. 
But he sought it. 
He wanted 
old Portus Baxter to feel im­ 
portant, so he visited “the boss” 
in his house at 3 Tree Point Road. 
Mrs. Baxter died in 1927, and 
now Portus was truly alone. 
He 
had no family. 
Royal Brougham 
increased the number of visits. 
He never told the old man that 
the newspaper accountants were 
tired of the $5 item. 
They wanted it stopped. 
They 
pointed out that Portus didn't 
need it. 
Royal argued that it 
made the old guy a working mem­ 
ber of the staff, entitled to free 
fight tickets, football games, ten­ 
nis matches, and so forth. 
It 
got so bad that Brougham was 
spending at least a day each year 
fighting to keep his idol on the 
payroll. 
Still, he always won. 
He offer­ 
ed to pay the $5 to the paper, 
but the accountants said that it 
wouldn’t alter the bookkeeping. 
It would complicate the matter. 
Royal Brougham took Portus to 
every big sports affair up and 
down the West Coast. 
He also 
cut the old man's hair. 
Portus Baxter reached the age 
of 90. 
His greatest pleasure was 
in living alone, cooking his own 
meals, shuffling around straight­ 
ening doilies, reading the papers, 
and waiting for the front door 
bell to ring. 
That could mean 
only one person—the kid. The 
kid was now over 60 years of age. 
It may not be known outside 
of this city, but Portus Baxter 
died at Christmas time. He was 
95. 
He was never a quitter. 
Tonight, at the fights, the kid sat 
at my left. 
He is 68. 
He lean­ 
ed across me to tell Barney Ross: 
“You did right. 
The doctor put 
three stitches in that boy’s eye­ 
lid.” 
I was just a spectator, but I 
was conscious of sitting between 
a great Christian and a great 
Jew.

now' past their prime. 
Not long ago, the authorities 
opened the will of Portus Baxter. 
A man on the payroll at $5 a 
week cannot have much.

$400,000 to his loyal office boy, 
Royal Brougham. . .
